Toxic Cloud 

A poisonous cloud, con- 
[ft taining toxic chemicals, 

hovered overthe Sovietcity 
of Ufa after an explosion and fire 
tipped through a chemical plant. All 
medical centers in the area were 
placed on alert, and residents were 
wamed to remain indoors until the 
cloud had passed. Astream of chemi- 
cals from the facility also poured into 
the nearby Ofimka river that pro- 
vides more than half of Ufa’s drink- 
ing water. The day after the explo- 
sion, levels of phenol, a potentially 
lethal chemical that paralyzes the 
central nervous system, were dis- 
covered to be 37 times higher in the 
river than the acceptable limit. 


Black Death 

A health alert was declared 

in the Kenyan capital of Nai- 

tobi following an outbreak of 
bubonic plague which killed three 
people from a low-income neighbor- 
hood, and sickened 23 others. The 
three victims worked at a flour mill 
that has been closed temporarily as 
@ precaution against the further 
spread of the disease. Also known 
as the Black Death, bubonic plague 
killed millions when it swept across 
Europe and parts of Asia in the 14th 
century. Itis transmitted by flies from 
infected rats, and is treatable with 
antibiotics. 


Tropical Storms 
High winds and flooding 
from typhoon Abe killed 108 
people as it swept across 
Taiwan and the Chinese mainland, 
The storm later brought gales and 
heavy rains tothe Korean peninsula. 
Tropical storm Cecil formed sud- 
denly before moving ashore close to 
where typhoon Abe had brought its 
worst fury only six days earlier. 
yphoon storm Dot was taking aim 
on Taiwan late in the week. Hurri- 
cane Isidore moved harmlessly 
across the open waters of the cen- 
tral Atlantic Ocean.
